Tokio Papers Tell of Great Distress 
in the Stricken Districts 


The Japanese Times, a weekly Eng- 
lish paper published at Tokio, reports 
most distressing conditions in North 
Japan. The chairman of a foreign re- 
lief committee at Sendai writes: ‘As 
Fukushima Province has the largest 
population and the official reports state 
that nesrly half a million people are 
in recd of help, Mr. Davidson, the sec- 
retary and treasurer of our committee 
and I went to Fukushima a few days 
ago and made arrangements there for 
the distrinpution of part of the money 
already received by the committee. We 
met the governor, vice-governor, coun- 
| sellors and president of the provincial 
assembly. These gentlemen, who we 
had met on previous occasions and from 
whom we had gotten information as to 
the conditions of the province, received 
us most cordially and spoke in terms 
of high appreziation of what foreigners 
are doing to show sympathy with their 
suffering people. These busy officials 
altogether gave us more than three 
hours of their valuable time, and to 
tell the truth we were almost ashamed 
to mention our few thousands when 
were straining every nerve to 
lions to feed those who are 
in need. A few thousand yen means 
nothing when divided among some 
hundreds of thousands of famine-strick- 
en people. Few if any, foreigners wish 
what they give to be used in the spe- 
cial public works which the author- 
ities have undertaken as measures of | 
relieve, but all desire to aid those in | 
deepest distress by giving them food 
and clothing. Of course these officials 
know this and as far as possible are 
quite willing to put us into touch with |
